NO MAJOR ELECTION ISSUE 


Though Albertans have not yet received the visits of 
dominion political leaders to any extent, the petty sideswiping 
of the governments by opposing party leaders as reported in 
press reports indicates one important fact. 

There is no major election issue. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent hit the nail on the head when 
he said in the Maritimes that there are “no great issues of 
policy’”’ because his opponents have ‘no policy of their own.” 
He said the only big issue is how the people feel about the 
record of the government. 

Opposition leaders have been picking at anything that 
looks even remotely like a loophole in government adminis- 
tration. 

Consequently their speeches, particularly those of head- 
line-seeking George Drew, have dealt vaguely with whatever 
local subjects they thought might arouse citizens of the areas 
in which they were speaking. Their election slogan seemed to 
be: ‘Anything to cause discontent and suspicion.” 

The Liberal campaigning has been quiet compared with 
the political ranting of other parties, and it seemed that as 
quickly as party leaders could pull one attack out of their 
bags of tricks, the prime minister and cabinet ministers of the 
federal government had ready and logical answers.

Fkdmonton (with an index of 154.3) was ahead of Saint 
John. Toronto, Montreal, Saskatoon and Vancouver, in the 
increase in living costs before the war.

DAYSLAND. ~—- To strengthen 
the representations which the 
‘Canadian Legion is making to the 
government in an attempt to have 
benefits of the War Veterans’ Al- 
lowance Act given to former mem- 
‘bers of the Imperial Forces, who 
‘are not now covered by the act, a 
list of all Imperial veterans or 
widows of veterans who might be 
affected is being compiled. 

The Provincial Command has, 
therefore, requested such persons 
in this area to complete the re- 
quired forms at the local branch or 
contact the Provincial Command 
in Calgary. 

The Legion emphasizes that 
completion of the form will not 
automatically entitle a veterans to 
consideration for the war veterans’ 
allowance. 

Persons for whom the Legion is 
seeking the benefits of the act are 
those members of the Imperial 
forces who served in a theatre of 
actual war and did not have Cana- 
dian domicile prior to their enlist- 
ment, but have now been resident 
in Canada for a period of 20 years 
or more. 

They believe that they are near- 
er their objective than ever before, 
and an estimated number of per- 
sons who would be eligible for al- 
lowances if this restriction was 
removed, is required.

Following up complaints of poor 
long distance phone service out of 
Edmonton, the city’s transporta- 
tion committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce decided to investigate 
the situation.

The 1,100 messages a day being 
carried by long-distance phone be- 
tween Edmonton and Calgary is 
the major reason for delays of 30 
minutes and an hour in calls, W.

year. 

In the meantime, the city’s tele- 
phone system climbed past the 
30,000 mark to 30,146. Of that 
number 15,614 are in residences 
and 14,532 in places of business. 

Installation of 2,247 new phones 
in the past year boosted civic tele- 
phone revenue to $401,408 from 
last year’s total of $369,516, an 
increase of $31,892, telephone of- 
ficials revealed
